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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment has been considered, but they are not deemed to put the application in condition for 
allowance. The definition of the channel still does not overcome the cited reference, because the cited reference, Reynolds, teaches that 
the pocket 33, corresponding to the claimed channel, is drained by suction, column 3, line 22 and the figures show that the pocket has an 
upper wall and lower wall, 31 and 30 respectively, see figure 2. As to inclination of the device, Reynolds clearly teaches that it sis inclined 
at least 10 degrees in the horizontal direction, column 5, lines 2-11.. 



Continuation of 13. Other: As to the improper final rejection, this is also not convincing, because the only reason that the claim was made 
final necessitated by the amendment was because the rejection to claim one, the amended claim, was changed from a 102 to a 102/103 
necessitated by the amendment, since the added limitation(s) was previously rejected based on 103. Note that the same reference was 
used in both rejections. Even if the reasons for the finality of the action were miss-stated, the finality of the rejection would have been 
proper.
